Emergency Vehicles Among Those 
Delayed at Broadway Crossing 

If any further justification was needed for 
prompt construction of a Broadway underpass for 
Venice auto traffic, it was provided last week. 

A train blocking the crossing delayed police 
on one side who were trying to join a fellow officer 
investigating a disturbance on the other side. The 
altercation ended in a fatal shooting, perhaps part¬ 
ly because of the lack of sufficient law enforcement 
personnel during its early stages. 

Numerous fire engine and ambulance delays 
also come to mind. Even when long trains have 
been separated to permit emergency vehicles to 
pass, precious minutes have been lost. 

Serious problems arise when one part of a 
municipality is separated for indefinite periods of 
time from another part. Not all traffic routes need 
to be through streets, but at least one dependable 
artery is essential. 

All Venice residents, all Quad-Cityans and a 
considerable number of Missourians are hoping for 
an early breakthrough in the long effort to obtain 
an underpass. The Illinois Commerce Commission 
and Illinois Highway Division cafi provide a solu¬ 
tion: they must not fail.
